It is impossible to neparato tlio question 


of woman Kuffrngc from the marriage ques- 
:i<Mi. for the wimple reason that if marringo 
)o a state of subjection for the wifo, sho is 
ncapablc of free Kuffragc; but if 
it is 


laiined upon the assumptiou that marringo 
s not a state of subjection, that ought to 
be plainly declared; or. if it is thought that 
uffrago will result in the emancipation of 
be wifo from subjection to tho husband, 
ho consideration of a change so momen- 
ous cannot bo separated from a considera- 
ion of the act^vhich is to cause it. 
Thore- 


ore, those of the woman's rights agitators 
vho try to shove by the issue, by saying 
bat one reform is enough at a time, and 
hot they \yill push first the naked question 
f woman suffrage, are more artful than 
andid. 
It is likely that they perceive, tiia, 


(is their more courageous sisters, that 


'Oman suffrage means a revolution in all 
le relations of woman; but they try to 
ipprcss the natural consequences lest the 
resentation of all would shock the general 
iiisibilities. 
We must not bo understood as opposing 
•omau's complete emancipation. We are 
iclined to let her have her own way in 
•erythiog, desiring only that she shall re- 
ize and state what she wants. In the la\r 
: nature, which the common law only 
'llo\vcd. the \yifo was completely subject 
the husband's control. 
Modern statutes 


Jive made some invasions into the natural 
latiou, yet the state of tho wifo is still cf> 
utially fistnic of subjection, although tho 
Uure of the mnle beast is 50 chivalrous aiid 
mlly that most wives are unconscious of 
icir Jogr.l bondnge. These ijavfisioiis have 
ten mostly in the matter of property iu the 
fort to give hc-r independent rights. This. 
)wcvcr, has.scrvcd but hlllo good purpose : 
r the good wifo will hardly receive her own 
•opcrty when the husband is in distress. 
id he must be u very incompetent husband 
jo cannot cither eiijolc, bully or torment 


wifo out of her separate estate when he 


ants to. 
If the wife have a sepavnte prop- 


erty it is a provision for both and for their 
children, ami is, therefore, in a largo degree 
n 
common 
interest. 
If, 
however, 


she 
is 
to 
have 
a 
vote, 
then 


sho must either cast it in accord with 
her husband's political partisanship or against 
it. The eontlirts of political parties run to 
intense nmmo.sity. They divide neighbors 
and blood relations. They make n kind of 
chronic civil var, and a perpetual Borics ol 
bloodless revolutions, which give outlet to 
the belligerent ami restless propensities of 
mankind. 
They Depurate communities and 


churches into classes. On 
tho state of 


mim-in^e stand such n bone of contcntic-r.;1 
Can tho wife in her present subject stale use 
thiii right independently? Of course it will 
bo aiiHwerod that there is nothing in all 
this, for the wife wi'l naturally take the 
Eame view 11:5 her husband, and will vote as 
ho noes, and thus all will go on as musical 
as uuirriago bells. But if she takes her 
husband's vicivs, and votes an ho docc, she 
does not vote independently., and therefore 
is incompetent to be a voter. 


To give UIQ wifo a vote, so that sho may 


vote as her husband does, is simply to give 
tho maided man two votes. It may bo right 
to do this, as an encouragement to marriage, 
sinco it is said that nsen ai'e growing dis- 
inclined; but it should be done squarely. 
Others \\i\\ answer ihnt the wifo may void 
against her husband, nml yet such is the 
chivalry and magnanimity of the male beast, 
that it will not disturb their conjugal har- 
mony; and that, anyhow, she will havo the 
right to vote as she pleases, and ho will 
havo to make tho best of it. 
But can ho 


not prevent her! Is the art of husbandry so 
rude that these are no ways of controlling, 
influencing, or restraining wives but by 
bclin r,:;;i burs, or by whipping? Infinite 
aro tho ways in which tho husband can 
mnko it uncomfortable for tbo wifo who 
puts herself in conflict witb him. 
Only tho

to 
resort 
to corporal 


violence. So long as sbo remains in bia 
house, everything that makes life tolerable 
is in his power. Sho cannot have tho first 
element of tlmt freedom which is tho essen- 
tial quality of tho right of sullrngo without 
entire emancipation from his control; and 
she cannot hfivo this without tbo right to 
dissolve the marringo pflrinership and to 
divide tho effects at her pleasure. With that 
behind her, sho may venture- to cast her 
vote independently. Not until then sho can 
afford to votii against him. Not till sho bo 
miido free of bondage of marriago can sho 
have that freedom which is tho essential 
qualification,for tho suffrage. 
In this wo do 


not oppose woman suffrage; wo simply show 
its prerequisites without objecting to them. 


Complete emancipation is tho lirst condi' 


lion of woman suffrage. 
Sho must bo freed 


from subjection to tho husband by giving 
her the right to terminate tho contract at 
her pleasure, or tho grant of tho ballot to 
her will bo an ovil gift, multiplying her 
WOCK. I'ut will the right to terminate, tha 
marriage contract make her free ? Is there

her incapable of independence.

CHUKHINO MILK vs. CREAM.—A tiuestiou 


•vvhiea is of ton asltcd, writes acorrespondeut, 
is with regard to making butter by churning 
the milk, iuwtoatl of cream nlouc. My own 
experience lias taught me lliafc the milk first 
drawn from lha coiv Lns uo butter—at least 
one-third of the milking; therefore, churn- 
ing this milk is only time and labor lost. JJy 
plan has been to take from the cow such n 
portion of the first milk as is necessary for 
family use, churning the remainder. Until 
the past season, my family requiring a great 
deal of milk and butter, I have never had 
ou opportunity of testing tho abilities of a 
single coWjbut 8mce|lfiHt May I h:tvo kept but 
one cow. I followed tho above plan with the 
milk, churning 
each alternate doy; mid 


although I had neither cellar nor milk-house 
I have niado ninety-six pounds of butter. 
The churning was done early in tho morn- 
ing, thus securing the advantage g\\cn by 
the cool morning air, and the buiter came 
from tho churn solid and ready for packing, 
•with only the aid of a littlo cold water from 
tho' well. Some 
prefer churning every 


morning, because the milk is more ea.sily 
ssparatod from tho butter, consequently the 
labor less: but, after years of ample experi- 
ence, I lind llml milk, although Huflieiontly 
sour, if churned when too fresh, yields 
butter that is sweet and good, but not solid 
as when left a longer period, for tlio water 
to begin to separate from the milk. This, 
of course, refers Lo Summer months. As 
to Winter, I follow thq same nilo with my 
neighbors, churning when the milk is in 
readiness which depends on the weather 
and tho surroundings. 


AUSTRALIAN MEP.IKOS.—An editorial article 


in The London Marie Lnno Express, utter 
alluding to the growing popularity of Eng- 
lish breeds of sheep in France, aud tho fail- 
ure to bring Merinos into favor in England, 
concludes with tho following remarks as to 
tbe •wonderful SUCCORS of the last mentioned 
breed in Australia : "The introduction of 
tha Merino breed of sheep by Mr. McArthur 
dbout the beginning of the present century, 
into tho Australian colonies, has completely 
changed the state of the French wool trade;

ropean markets, of wool, possessing the 
cording properties of our long wooled sheep, 
With the fineness of staple of the merino, 
gives it tho preponderance over every other 
description, and throws other fine merino 
into the background. 
The best and cleanest 


of the Australian wool, in fact, bears the 
highest value of any with our woolen manu- 
facturers, and the introduction of such large 
supplies has altered tho character of tho 
British—\ro may say the European —wool 
trade, which is now conducted on n new 
principle, having chief reference to the sale 
of wool from the Australian provinces. Tho 
remarkable strength of its long fiber has en- 
abled tha manufacturers to introduce new 
fabrics for ladies' dresses ; while this length 
of fiber and its strength aro duo to tho 
healthiness of the boundless sheep walks, 
consisting of a mixture of mountain and 
plain, over which the immense flocks may 
range without fear of intruding upon the 
domain of a neighbor."
